Secondly, Comparatively, as st ren- 
ders the moft Excellent and bef of 
Churches mean, in the opinion of thofe 
Countries, where the Clergy are alow'd 
4 larger Maintenance. 


_ ST fhall not give my felf the Trouble, to 
infift particularly upon thefe two Heads, 
which I think would fupply Matter for a 
large Difceurfe; only becaufe you {how your 
Self fo very Nice and Captions, fomething 
muft be faid upon them. 

That Poverty and Meannefs ave, asthe 
World goes now, unlikely Means to pree 
cure Refpett and Reverence, every Man 
i fenfible from his own Experience , and 
how People are willing to receive Advice, 
or brook Reproof under [isch difadvantage- 
ous Recommendations, ts from the fame Ex- 
perience eafily knowns fo that if s¢ be a 
Blemifh and Reproach to a Church, to pus 
her Priefts in thofe ushappy Circumftances, 
which fruftrate the great and folemn Ends 
of their Holy Funttion, or atleaft extream- 
ly hinder their good Endeavonrs in it, I 
think Poverty may be juftly fil'd fo; it is 
indeed fuch a notorious Blemifh, of fe 
large Extent and il Confequence, that 
hardly any thing can atane for it ; if any 
thing can, we may hope the pious Bounty 
of the Queen inher Firft Frusts and TFeuths, 
and the ready Conturrence of the Parliae 
ment, will doit, 

Pray, Sir, how comes it to pafs, that 
in all other Cafesa competent, andeven 
an Honourable and Supexfinons Aflowance 
to thofe who favour a: Caufe, and arg the 
Defenders of it, fhoutd be efeem'd. a cere 
tain and infallible Mark of onr.geod Will 
to the Canfe it felf ? and in this, on the 
contrary, our frarving the Profeffors of Re- 
ligion, fhould be « Sign af our Leuing gud 
Embraceing it? Here, wathinks, Rith 
all your Wit and Flowvifbes of Learning, 
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you can never come off, except only by Rea 
fleéting upon the fefulnefs, as well as the 
great Dignity of Holy Orders, which, I 
hope, your Religion will not allow you to 
be Guilty of. 

«But, if all other Arguments were of 
too little force to evince the Truth of what 
we are afferting, that the Poverty of 
Priefts ws a Blemifh to the Church, yet, 
one might juftly conceive, that the very 
confideration of our Sovereigns unparallel’d 
Beneficence might put it beyond, difpute. 
Your Papers are full. of Queries, pleafe 
therefore to Refolve me this one, Howit ws 
confiftent with the Prudence or the Charity 
of Her Majefty, to part with fo Noble a 
Branch of Her Royal Revenue, purely to 
diveft Chriftianity of what, you pretend, 
are its greateft Ornaments, Poverty and 
Contempt ? This fure looks a little odd. I 
hope all who have any Regard for QUEEN 
ANNE, take Her late unexampled Cha- 
rity, as an undoubted Pledge of Her Piety 
and Goodnefs. She, Good Lady, was doubt- 
hefs fenfible, to what Slights aud Infamy 
she poor Priefts of God are expos'd, and 
from fuch Ufage She forefaw, bow, in an 
Atheiftical and Propbane Age, Religion 
it felf muft fuffer. Twas therefore, topro- 
mote the valuable Interefts of Probity and 
Folinefs, to prevent the Fatal ill Effects of 
a@ defpiSd Clergy, that Excited Her Come 
paffion. This, She thought, as it tended 
to the Glory and Honour of God, would 
fecure a Bleffing, upon all Her underta- 
kings; and ne doubt, God having declar’d, 
thofe who Honour him, be will Honoxr, 
fe Generous and Charitable a Deed will 
yaset with Approbation and Acceptance at 
bis bands. 

Tru: therefore I imagine "tis briefly 
slear'd, svat inthe firft Sak confidersng 
the Master abfolutely, the Poverty of the 
Clergy argues a want of that uff. concern 
far Piety, which allGood Chriftians ought 
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to have, and fo becomes Scandalous in a 
Private Perfon, but much more in the 
Church, Then sf we confider it compara= 
tively, how mean and little, and contemptie 
ble muft the Church of England appear 
in the Eyes of others abroad, whilft Her 
Priefts groan under the heavy Burden of — 
Poverty at home? What Encouragement 
willthere be, for Men of Parts and Learnin, 
to Engage in her Defence, to refift the 
Induftrions efforts of Cruel Popery, or the 
fly Satanical infinnations of Schifm? And 
if fuch Dangerous and Unpopular Works 
as thefe, are the bufine[s of our Reverend 
Clergy 5 if thefe are they which have all 
along in former Ages, and do now render 
them fo defervedly Ikuftrious among Men 
of Sence and Honour, when nothing but 
Rags and Scorn are to be met with from 
the Gown; 1 believe the Church of Eng- 
land will lofe Her Reputation, and ine 
fread of being the Fey of the whole Earth, 
will at length become a By-word and Scan- 
dalin it. Perhaps thofe Excellent and 
Learned Works, which extort honourable 
confeffions, from our Ingenuous Adverfaries, 
and which gave Rife to that noted faying, 
Stupor Mundi Clerus Angliz, perhaps, 
I fay, if People could have been of your 
Mind, thefe,to the great detriment of Rea 
ligion, would have never been Wrote or 
never Publifh'd.

But to bring this to a Point, Nei- 
ther is this laft a Reproach to the 
Church of England as aChurch ; but 
to her Clergy, Gentry, Nobillity or 
Conftitution as a Civil Body, fince 
in her Politick Capacity, She appears 
able to Remedy it Now asthe 
Oxford Addrefs took no care to di- 
ftinguifh this, but exprefly to fay 
That her Poverty had brought a blemifh 
upon ber, which as a Church cannot 
be True, as a National and Politick 
Society it may, and thus it is the So- 
ciety’s Opinion ; the Refle@ions on the 
Addrefs are thus far juft, and both 
ways our former Obfervations were 
Right.

This Letter the Society feppofes, 
Asking the Gentleman pardon if they are 
EH as has fome unhappy Retrof{pe® 
at the Immateriality of the Soxl, and 
confequently at the Opinion of its /me- 
mortality. 

They hope it cannot be expected a 
Paper fo confin’d as this, fhould enter 


into all the Debates, which have ed 
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fomany Ages fill’d the World upon 
this Subject ; Second Thoughts, and Third 
Thaughts, and Ax/iver and Reply havein 
our Opiuion left the World juft where 
they found it; aad thofe Gentlemen 
who will have nothing in their Reli- 
gion, but what is capable of Demon- 
ftration, oft have but a mean fhare 
of Religion. 

Our Converfe with the World of 
Spirits is a thing in our Opinion very 
certain, and if farther fearch’d into, 
might ferve very much to illuminate 
this Affair ; its demonftrates much of 
a future Exiftence, and perhaps might 
difcover a great many Niceties we are 
not yet Mafters of but fince the 
Adverfaries, I mean to the Doatrine of 
the Soul’s Immortality, are for putting 
by all reveal’d Knowledge, and an ab- 
folute Demonftration is impoffible, we 
would put it upon them to refolve 
what is the meaning of Vifions, Fore- 
fight, Forebodings of Evil or Good, 
and whence fuch things come; if not. 
from fome Sympathetick Influence of 
Spirit unembodied, let them aflign 
fome Caufe; if it be then there is a 
World of Spirits, or a Mafs of Spirits 
asMr.A/gill extraordinarily exprefles it, 
to which all Spirit has Recourfe, makes 
its return, and from which it has its 
Original ; if this Do&rine of Spirit be 
entred into, it muft be contradi@ed 
or allowed; that there is a Communi- 
cation of Spirits is demonftrable by 
the Confequences, as above, how itcan 
be without allowing an Immortality, is 
not fo eafily made out; becaufe, if 
there be a Mortality of the Soul it 
was never pretended it out liv’d the 
Body, and was capaole of a feparate 
Death: Nor have they ever pretend- 

ed that Spirit abftraGed from the Bo- 
dy could Dye or Ceafe. 


From this feparate Being of Spirits 
the Pre exiftence of the Soul we pre- — 
fame has been deduc’d, as well as its — 


Immortality ; Nor can wefee any Ar- 
gument againit it, or any Danger, or 


ill Confequence in the Opinion, equal 
to thofe that follow the fuppofed Mor- — 


tality of the Soul. 

To bring the Scripture in as any 
proof here, would be to no purpofe, 
becaufe thefe Gentlemen are too fond 
of exploding all Matters of Faitir, and 
flyeto the Wildernefs of Philofophy, 
where they pleafe themfelves witli be- 
wildring their Reafon, and ftudy to 
form ContradiStioas, as it were on pur- 
pofe to juftifie the Not-regarding what 
Reafon difcovers, becaufe fhe does not 
difcover all they pretend to feek. 

If there is a World of Spirits, if 
there are Difcoveries made of a Con- 
verfation betweea Spirit Embodied, 
and Spirit Uncas’d ; if there are Ap- 
pearances from that Enlightned State, 
then the Spirit lives after the Prifom 
is broke; and the Cafe of Flefh and 
Blood being laid down, the Soul is 
yet a Being, whether AZatersals or Spi- 
ritualis is not the Queftion, and how it 
can dye afterward they muft explain. 

But as this puzzles them they flye 
to Philofophy again, to demand what 
is this Spirit, is ic Subftance or Mat- 
ter, or is it Subftance without Matter ? 
is it Being without Subftance, or Mat- 
ter without Subftance, or is there any 
Being without Matter? 

Matter has been always ambiguouf- 
ly taken by our Philofophers, and the 
Propofer of this Queftion, ought to 
have defin’d it before he had goneon 
to the Queftion.

advife bim torender himfelf into the Hands 
of Fuftice, be would doit. 

You anfwer him well (in my Judgment) 
in all other Refpects (which for Brevity Pil 
not repeat) but whether your Anfwer be 
well in not advifing to render himfelf into 
the Hand of Fuftice, I hope you'll better 
asfcern, when youhave compar’d hu Cafe 
with that of Achan. 
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The Querift has Ril'd a Man, which se 


a Capital Crime, and a pofitive Breach of 
the Univerfal Law of God, which con= 
cerns all Men; yes he has done it fo fecret- 
ly, that no Man can accufe him of it, or 
evidence againft him; yet he # judg’d of 
God in his Confcience, 1s very uneafse, and 
under Horror ; would be eas’d and recon- 
ciPdtothe Fudge, tho’ he difcover himfelf, 
fatisfie the Temporal Law , and expofe 
his Perfon and Eftate to the Severity of st. 

Achan kil?d no Man, ftole no Man's 
Property, broke only a particular Law or 
Command,never enjoyn’d before, rarely af= 
ter, did it alfo i Fe of all, whereby be 
might give ill Example to none, might ena 
rich himfelf and his, but PU” none; 
yet thething that none knew was done (ex« 
cept God only) nor were Lofers by being 
done, the juft God and All-Wife, would 
have brought to Light, and divulged to all 
the Nation sf not Nations, andthat by Ae 
chan’s own Mouth, his reafoning that he 
might repent and reconcile bim/elf to God, 
in as publick a manner ashe fin'd againft 
him, that he would flight the Booty, nee 
ver take it out of the Earth, or at all ufe 
it, nor ever Sin in Breach of God's Com- 
mand more, but conform himfelf in all 
things hereafter to them, would not fatisfie 
the Divine Fuftice, ner would this Plea be 
accepted, (No Man need to accufe hime 
felt) tho’ it might be a Maxim in theirs 
as wellasinour Law, which feems to 
pear by that Law, that fays, in the Mouth 
of Two or ThreeWitnefles, Truth fhall 
be eftablifhed. What is the Matter then 
that thefe Reafons will not ferve, but be 
miuft difcover himfelf, &c, why, st és that 
God may be Glorified ?

£ That God may be Glorifyed] to caf 
bimfelf at the Feet of the Queen, or of Her 
Minifters : Confefs not only the Crime, 
but that he’s the Criminal, and that 
the Fudgment of God in his Confcience, 
would permit him no longer to conceal the 
Guile, nor himfelf from Temporal Fuftice, 
that he may efcapethe Eternal Punifhment. 
Tt may not only be of unfpeakable Advantage 
to the poor Penitent, in Refpect to his Soul, 
but may be ameans to deter others from 
the like wicked Prattice ; for they fhall 
Hear and Fear, and (as may be hop’d) do 
fo no more, feeing the Fuftice and Severity 
of God againft this Bloody and Crying Sin 
of Murther. 

And yet who knows but that the Queen 
(upon this Penitent’s fo confeffing his Fatt 
and Repentance of it) may remit the Cor- 
poral Puniflment of it, and receive him 
to Favozr, for She is Merciful. 

1 am a Stranger to you, and as much to 
the publick, but Iiwe your Defign of expo- 
fing and detetting Vice, Immorality, and 
what is Scandalous; and 1 commend the 
Method you have chofen to effect it, as 
what is faarp on the guilty, but pleafant and 
entertainingto others. And as I concur 
with you in thefe, and you are pleafs'd to 
invite others to add their Thoughts in a- 
ny confiderable Cafe, and particularly this, 
to your Anfwers; I have taken this Li- 
berty tocommunicate mine as above, leav- 
ing you that of fuppreffing it, if you judge 
it ufele[s, and now wifhing you Succefs in

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__ All the Society think fit to fay in 
this Cafe is, that the Examples are 
different ; Achan, likea Man taken up. 
upon Sufpicion, and -charg’d home 
with the Fact, was in the Hands of Ju- 
ftice. ofhua, like the Ordinary of 
Newgate, pardoning the Simily, when a 
Malefa&or is Condemn’d upon poft- 
tive Evidence, and concurring Cir- 
cumftances , but obftinately perfifts in 
Denying the Fact, urges him to con- 
fefs, and give Glory to God, urges to 
Achan the vifible Difcovery Providence 
had made of his Guilt ; the Lot having 
by immediate DireGion fing’d him 
out as the Perfon, urges him to give 
Glory to the infinite Knowledge of 
God, from whom he faw plainly‘ no- 
thing could be conceal’d; and there- 
fore before fome other miraculous De- 
teCtion was made,he fhould throw him- 
felf at his Foot, and acknowledge 
the Guilt that was thus apparently in. 
a Way of Difcovery ; and fo glorifie 
DivineJuftice by Confeffion of the Fa& 
and allits Particulars. 

Now with Submiflion, here’s no fuch 
leading Difcovery of the Divine Wil), 
the Perfon is not in the Hand of Hu- 
mane Juftice, nor any vifible Detection 
of the Fa& ; and fo far immediate Di- 
vine Juftice does not feem to concern 
it felf; and our Law making it lawful 
fora Man not to accufe himfelf , we 
¢annot think him oblig’d. 

Further, Achan was not under equal 
Obligation to difcover his Guilt, betore 
the Lot had pointed him out, the Glo- 
ry of God was not fo particularly con- 
cern’d before as it was after; when it 
feem’d more than ordinarily at Stake 
to makeit plain, that the Direction of 
the Lot was in his Hand, and that his 
Providence could difcover all fecret 

B Guilt, 
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Guilt ‘without the Help of the Perfon 
concero’d. 

As to the Advice to the Perfon, to 
obtain the Queen’s Pardon, it feems 
wide of the Cafe; for the Queen may 
fufpend Punifhment, but how will the 
Glory of God be clear’d, encreas’d, 
or vindicated-in that ? On the other 
Hand; Our Law of Appeals, foper- 
fedes the Queen’s Pardon, and expofes 
a Criminal to be Hang’d with the 
Queen’s Pardon in his Pocket; and fo 
that Propofal is nothing at all to the 
Purpofe. ‘ 

Upon the whole, we cannot think 
the Perfon bound to be his own Execu- 
. tioner, by furrendring ; God is equal- 
ly glorified by a fincere, hearty Re- 
pentance, as by any A& a Man can do; 
and the putting himfelf into the Hands 
of the Law, can have nothing, that I 
kaow, in Scripture to juftifie it; unlefs 
they will prove .4chan was bound to 
confefs his Crime before the Lot had 
found bim out. 


\ TOw muft the Author of tais Pa- 
per turn Ca/uift,and from a very 
mean Philofopher, turn as indifferent a 
Divine. He heartily asks Pardon of all 
the Gentlemen of the Pulpit, for ia- 
vading their Province; he was once of 
the Mind to have pretended with the 
Athenian Mercury, that we had a Ma- 
fter of the Text among us; but pre- 
tending and prefuming are not his Ta- 
Tents; aod befides the Performance 
might poflibly have bewray’d it; he is 
rather enclin’' to be candid, and an- 
fwer as well as hé can: If he has the 
Misfortune not to pleafe, he hopes the 
Enquirer will place it to the Account 
of Incapacity ; and not. flighting the 
Subftance of the matter, the Cafe ap- 
Bears in the following Letter.
